Opening Statement 


On Friday, April 8, 2011, Sergeants Victor Allen and Kelly Adler of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded о ШЕ Avenue R-4, Palmdale regarding an on-duty hit shooting 
which resulted in the death of Suspect Jose Monteon. Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant 
Alicia Ault also responded. Attorney Cynthia Hernandez of the Office of Independent 
Review was notified and responded to the scene. 


Synopsis 


On April 8, 2011, Victim [EEE was driving southbound on Division Street 
approaching Kimberly Lane, in Palmdale. Не ШШ ctin was 
passenger in the front seat of the car. As she looked to her left, Victim 

saw a male Hispanic standing on the sidewalk. The male was pointing a black handgun 
at her. Fearing for her safety, Victim И drove away. She stopped 
in the area of Kimberly Lane and called 9-1-1. She described the male with gun as 25 
years old, 5'07” tall, light skinned Hispanic or white wearing a brown shirt. 


Deputy Giovanni Lampignano HEE was working alone іп unit 263K. He received a 
code-3 call (lights and siren) of a man with a gun. He responded from the station in 
tandem along with Deputy Bridgette Smith ‚ш... 263J. Riding with Deputy 
Smith was her civilian ride-a-long Witness They along with 
additional personnel from Palmdale Station checked the vicinity of 200 E Avenue R, 


which was the initial reported location of the suspect. Refer to the call details on page 
59 of [Exhibit A]. 


As they checked the vicinity for the suspect, they received additional information of the 


suspect’s location via Sheriffs Radio. The suspect was now reported to be in the area 
of Division Street and Avenue R-4. Deputies Lampignano and Smith contacted 
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Witnesses ШЕИ and on the northeast corner of Division 
Street and Avenue R-4. Witness| had last seen the suspect walking east on 
Avenue R-4 and directed the deputies in the suspect's direction. 


_ Deputy Smith proceeded east on Avenue R-4 and was followed by Deputies 
Lampignano and Andrew Campbell unit 264A. Riding with Deputy Campbell 
was his civilian ride-a-long Witness} Deputy Smith saw the suspect walking 
eastbound on the north sidewalk of Avenue R-4 carrying a handgun in his right hand. 
She drove up to the suspect, stopping her car in the middle of the street approximately 
30 feet away. Deputy Smith detained the suspect at gun point by leaning out the driver's 
window of her radio car and giving him verbal commands to stop and to show his 
hands. 


Deputy Lampignano followed Deputy Smith east on Avenue R-4 driving along the north 
curb line. He also saw the suspect walking northbound on the east sidewalk carrying a 
gun in his right hand. Deputy Lampignano drove toward the suspect stopping his radio 
car behind and off-set to the left of Deputy Smith’s car. He took a position in the open 
doorway of his radio car and detained the suspect at gunpoint. Deputy Lampignano 
ordered the suspect to drop the gun and to put his hands in the air. 


Deputy Campbell followed behind Deputy Lampignano. He saw the suspect walking 
east on the north sidewalk of Avenue R-4 carrying a gun in his right hand. Deputy 
Campbell positioned his radio car to the right of Deputy Lampignano’s car. He took a 
position in the street near the engine block and push bars of Deputy Lampignano’s radio 
car. 


The suspect turned facing west and raised his hands above his head still holding a 
handgun in his right hand. He lowered his right hand pointing the barrel in the direction 
of Deputies Lampignano and Campbell. Deputy Lampignano, in fear for his life, fired 
one round at the suspect. Deputy Lampignano assessed to see if the round had effect 
on the suspect. When it appeared to have no effect, Deputy Lampignano fired two more 
rounds at the suspect. Deputy Campbell seeing the suspect pointing the gun at them 
and hearing a shot being fired believed the suspect had shot at them. He fired two 
rounds at the suspect. The suspect went to the ground on one knee, but was still 
holding the gun and pointing it towards Deputies Lampignano and Campbell. Deputy 
Lampignano fire 2 to 3 additional rounds and the suspect fell to the ground. 


Sergeants Daniel Oppenheim + EK Thomas Bruner аш... arrived just 
at the time the shooting occurred, formed an arrest team with Deputies Lampignano, 
Campbell and Smith. Utilizing the ballistic shield, they made an approach to the 
suspect. Deputy Smith checked the suspect's vital signs and found no pulse. She, along 
with Sergeant Oppenheim, performed CPR until paramedics arrived. The suspect was 
transported to Antelope Valley Hospital and pronounced dead by Dr. Arnout. 


On October 19, 2011, the Justice System Integrity Division (JSID) of the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney's issued a letter of opinion regarding the shooting. It was the 
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conclusion of JSID that Deputies Campbell and Lampignano acted in lawful self- 
defense and defense of others. Their conclusion is contained in the letter [Exhibit В].

Witness ШЕИ said she was inside her home when saw the suspect walk by carrying 
an object in his hand. The suspect appeared to upset or excited. She said the suspect 
walked east on Avenue R-4 away from her house. A few minutes later she saw several 
Sheriff's patrol cars drive east on Avenue R-4 and south on Dixie Drive. She then heard 
several gunshots.

On April 9, 2011, Sergeant Daniel Oppenheim was interviewed by Homicide 
Investigators Louie Aguilera and Steve Blagg at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. Present in 
the interview were IAB Sergeants Victor Allen and Kelly Adler. His interview was 
summarized on pages 40-41 of [Exhibit A]. This summary was consistent with the 
Homicide transcripts. The following is a brief summary of his statement. 


Sergeant Oppenheim said when he arrived at Avenue R-4, he saw the suspect standing 
on the east sidewalk. He was unable to see the suspect's hands because he was about 
100 yards away. He saw Deputy Smith was closest to the suspect and Deputies 
Campbell апа Lampignano were іп the street to the rear of Deputy Smith's patrol car. 
As he was exiting his patrol car, Sergeant Oppenheim said he heard about eight 
gunshots. He looked in the direction of Deputies Campbell and Lampignano and saw 
gun smoke. He looked toward the suspect and saw him bent forward at the waist. The 
suspect took a few steps to the east and fell to the sidewalk. 


Sergeant Oppenheim said he grabbed the ballistic shield from his vehicle. He 
approached the suspect with other deputy personnel. Deputy Smith checked the 
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suspect's vital signs and found no pulse. Deputy Smith started chest compressions on 
the suspect while he administered emergency breathing. He said they continued CPR 
until paramedics arrived. 


Sergeant Thomas Bruner ш 


On April 8, 2011, Sergeant Thomas Bruner was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Louie Aguilera and Steve Blagg at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. Present in the interview 
were IAB Sergeants Victor Allen and Kelly Adler. His interview was summarized on 
pages 39-40 of [Exhibit A]. This summary was consistent with the Homicide transcripts. 
The following is a brief summary of his statement. 


Sergeant Bruner said when he arrived at Division Street and Avenue R-4, he heard 
Deputy Lampignano say over the “Metro” tactical frequency, “I have him right here.” He 
said he went east on Avenue R-4 and saw the suspect on the north sidewalk with his 
hands in the air. The suspect was holding what appeared to be a “Colt” 1911 handgun 
in his right hand. Sergeant Bruner said he heard Deputy Smith and another male voice 
tell the suspect to drop his gun. 


Sergeant Bruner said he drew his weapon and started to walk toward the suspect when 
he saw the suspect’s hand and gun drop in front of him. He then heard one gunshot. 
Believing the suspect fired his weapon, Sergeant Bruner said he took cover behind 
Deputy Campbell's radio car. He then heard several more gunshots. When he looked 
up, he saw the suspect lying on the ground with his gun about five feet away from him. 


Sergeant Bruner said he formed an arrest team with Sergeant Oppenheim and Deputies 
Smith, Campbell and Lampignano. They approached the suspect and saw he was not 
breathing. Sergeant Bruner said Deputy Smith and Sergeant Oppenheim performed 
CPR on the suspect. 


Deputy Bridgette Smith ш 


On April 8, 2011, Deputy Bridgette Smith was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Louie Aguilera and Steve Blagg at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. Present in the interview 
were IAB Sergeants Victor Allen and Kelly Adler. Her interview was summarized on 
pages 37-39 of [Exhibit A]. This summary was consistent with the Homicide transcripts. 


On October 13, 2011, Deputy Smith was subsequently interviewed by IAB Investigators 
Sergeant Victor Allen and Trent Denison at Palmdale Sheriffs Station. This interview 
addressed issues not covered in the Homicide interview. The following is a summary of 
her IAB interview. 


Deputy Smith stated while en-route to the call, she informed her civilian ride-a-long 
Witness EEE to stay in the car and to stay down, unless someone took her out 
of the car. Refer to page 3 of Deputy Smith's IAB Interview. When she arrived at the 
corner of Division Street and Avenue R-4, Deputy Smith said Deputy Lampignano told 
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` her the suspect was “down there” referring to east of their location on Avenue R-4. 
Deputy Lampignano had received this information from a witness on the northeast 
corner of Division and Avenue R-4. 


Deputy Smith said she drove east on Avenue R-4 down the middle of the street. Deputy 
Lampignano followed her. When she was approximately five houses from the corner, 
Deputy Smith said she saw the suspect walking on the north sidewalk holding a gun in 
his hand. Deputy Smith said she was about two half houses away from the suspect 
when she made this observation. Refer to pages 4-6 of Deputy Smith’s IAB Interview. 


IAB Note: Deputy Smith indicated her position and the suspect's position at the 
time she first observed him on the first photo of [Exhibit D]. Deputy Smith is 
identified by the initials “BS” and the suspect is identified by the letter “S” in the 
photo. 


Deputy Smith stated she drove up to the suspect, attempted to place her car into park 
and detained him at gunpoint. She said she had difficulty putting her car into park and 
she rolled closer to the suspect than she would have liked. She said she kept her foot 
on the brake because the car was not in park. Deputy Smith said she leaned out of the 
driver’s window with her gun, while giving the suspect verbal commands to “Stop, 
Sheriff's Department. Let me see your hands.” Refer to pages 7-8 of Deputy Smith’s 
IAB Interview. 


IAB Note: Deputy Smith’s radio car (SD4334) in relationship to the suspect is 
depicted in the second and third photos of [Exhibit D]. The distance from the 
front driver’s side bumper of her radio car to where the suspect clothing was 
recovered was approximately 28 feet. Refer to the measurements taken by 
Scientific Services Bureau which is found on page 79 of Exhibit A. 


Deputy Smith said her initial plan was to get out the car, control the suspect, get her 
tide-a-long out of the car and to safety, and to create distance with the suspect. 
However, because she could not get the car into park she was not able to do so (page 
18). 


Deputy Smith said as she was giving the suspect directions, he was turning around with 
his hands up similar to that of a goal post. The suspect had a gun in his right hand and 
she said she was telling him to drop it. The suspect did not drop the weapon and was 
looking around as if thinking about what he was going to do. Deputy Smith said he had 
a “dead stare” on his face. She said the suspect slowly dipped his right hand forward 
and then she heard the gunshots. Because of the angle she was to the suspect, Deputy 
Smith said at the time the suspect’s hand went forward she did not know where the 
suspect was pointing the gun. Refer to pages 15-16 of Deputy Smith’s IAB Interview. 
Deputy Smith estimated from the time she contacted the suspect until the shooting was 
about 45 seconds.

Deputy Giovanni Lampignano 


On April 9, 2011, Deputy Giovanni Lampignano was interviewed by Homicide 

` Investigators Louie Aguilera and Steve Blagg at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. His 
interview was summarized on pages 41-43 of [Exhibit A]. This summary was 
consistent with the Homicide transcripts. 


On October 13, 2011, Deputy Lampignano was subsequently interviewed by IAB 
Investigators Sergeant Victor Allen and Trent Denison at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. 
This interview addressed issues not covered in the Homicide interview. The following is 
a summary of his IAB interview. 


Deputy Lampignano stated when he first saw the suspect on Avenue R-4 he was about 
five to six houses away. At that time, he could see that the suspect had a gun. He 
closed the distance to about one house away because there was no cover or 
concealment close enough to the suspect for him to make contact. He said there was 
only a van parked on the street and it was too far away for him to take a position there 
and make contact the suspect. He said his radio car was the only available cover and 
he closed the distance to able to take immediate action if needed (page 4). 


As he drove up to the suspect, Deputy Lampignano said he said over the radio “I 
believe | got the guy.” Hey, guys, | got him right here.” He said that was all the 
information he was able to get because he wanted to make contact as soon as he could 
(page 8). Deputy Lampignano said he took a position behind his open driver's door to 
his radio car. He felt it is best to stay in this location, as opposed to moving to the rear of 
his car, to prevent exposing himself to the suspect. He said he radio car was off-set 
and to the rear of Deputy Smith’s car. They were positioned in a triangle configuration to 
the suspect which prevented a cross fire. In his backdrop, Deputy Lampignano said 
there were houses and possibly a car that was quite a ways down the street. He said 
there weren't any pedestrians in the area (page 5-7). Deputy Lampignano said from the 
time he contacted the suspect until the shooting occurred was about 15 to 20 seconds. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lampignano indicated his position and the suspect's position 
at the time he first observed him on the first photo of [Exhibit E]. Deputy 
Lampignano is identified by the letter “С” and he identified the suspect position 
as being on the sidewalk near the radio that is circled. 

Photos 2-4 of [Exhibit E] identify Deputy Lampignano position and the suspect 
potion at the time of the shooting. 
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Deputy Andrew Campbell 


On April 9, 2011, Deputy Andrew Campbell was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Louie Aguilera and Steve Blagg at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. His interview was 
summarized on pages 43-44 of [Exhibit A]. This summary was consistent with the 
Homicide transcripts. 


On October 13, 2011, Deputy Campbell was subsequently interviewed by IAB 
Investigators Sergeant Victor Allen and Trent Denison at Palmdale Sheriff's Station. 
This interview addressed issues not covered in the Homicide interview. The following is 
a summary of his IAB interview. 


Deputy Campbell stated when he first saw the suspect he was about 200 yards away. 
At that time, he could see a black object in the suspect’s hand he believed was a gun. 
He said he closed the distance to about 30 feet because Deputies Smith and 
Lampignano had already engaged the suspect. He said he moved into a position near 
the push bars and engine block of Deputy Lampignano's car to provide cover for them. 
He said there was no cross fire with him and Deputy Smith because she was to the east 
of him and south of the suspect. He said there where houses in the back drop, but no 
pedestrian traffic on the street. 


IAB Note: Deputy Campbell indicated his position and the suspect's position at 
the time he first observed him on the third photo of [Exhibit F]. Deputy Campbell 
is identified by the letter “C” and he identified the suspect position with the letter 
“S” on the sidewalk. His position at the time of the shooting is identified in the first 
photo and the suspect in the second photo of [Exhibit F]. 


Miscellaneous 


IAB Lieutenant Ault checked to see that the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Ken Wright 

took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved parties and witnesses did 
not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators, as well as the involved parties and witnesses 
personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, 
Lieutenant Ault checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have the involved 
parties and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they have 
provided a statement to the assigned investigators.

Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the April 8, 2011, fatal shooting of Jose David Monteon, Jr. by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff Deputies Andrew Campbell and Giovanni Lampignano. It is our 
conclusion that Deputies Campbell and Lampignano acted in lawful self-defense and defense of 
others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigators Louie Aguilera and Steven Blagg, 
LASD, Homicide Bureau. The District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of the 
shooting on April 8, 2011, at approximately 7:10 p.m. The District Attorney Response Team, 
comprised of Deputy District Attorney Deborah Escobar and District Attorney Senior 
investigator И responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene. 
Deputies Campbell and Lampignano provided voluntary statements which were considered as 
part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 8, 2011, shortly before 6:00 p.m., citizens began calling 9-1-1 to report a man waving a 
gun and pointing it at passing cars in the area of Division Street and Avenue R-4 in the City of 
Palmdale. апа ho were unaware of the calls, were sitting in 
a vehicle parked in the driveway of residence on the iif corner of Avenue R-4 at 
Division Street. They observed a man walking east on Avenue R-4 behind their car while 
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waving a black handgun above his head with his right hand.’ Monteon appeared to be agitated; 
ШШЕН: him yelling something he could not understand. HR ТШТ Т! 
down a passing Sheriff's patrol car and told the female deputy what they observed and pointed 
out Monteon, who was now five to seven houses of their location. The female deputy and 
two other patrol units stopped their vehicles west of Monteon. Monteon had both hands in the 
air with the gun still in his right hand. {saw Monteon turn toward the deputies, lower his 
right hand and point the gun at them. He heard gunshots and saw Monteon fall to the ground.

looked away and heard approximately eight more gunshots. When he looked back, Monteon was 
lying on the sidewalk. 


Deputy Bridgette Smith was dispatched to a “man with a gun call” and was directed east on 
Avenue R-4 by a. ШШШ She observed Monteon walking on the north sidewalk 
approximately five houses east of Division Street. He had a black handgun in his right hand 
which was pointed down toward the ground. Monteon was moving his arms around in an 
agitated manner. Smith stopped her patrol car west of Monteon in the middle of the street. She 
pointed her service weapon at him through the driver side window and yelled, “Stop! Drop the 
weapon! Let me see your hands!” Monteon stopped walking and slowly turned around until he 
was angled toward the street with his left side facing her. Monteon raised his hands up to his 
head with his elbows bent and the gun pointed upward. Smith was aware that other deputies had 
arrived and were positioned somewhere behind her. As she ordered Monteon to lock his elbows, 
he slowly dipped the gun forward. Smith heard gunshots coming from behind her. Monteon 
took a few steps back then fell to the ground and dropped the gun. 


Deputy Giovanni Lampignano responded to the location and followed Deputy Smith eastbound 
on Avenue К-4. Lampignano observed Monteon walking on the north sidewalk with what 
appeared to be a black Colt 1911 semiautomatic handgun in his right hand pointed down by his 
side. Lampignano stopped his vehicle behind Smith’s car near the north curb. He took cover 
behind his open driver door and pointed his service weapon at Monteon. Lampignano ordered 
Monteon to drop his weapon and raise his hands. Monteon stopped walking and slowly turned to 
his right toward both deputies while twirling the gun around his index finger. Lampignano 
repeated his order for Monteon to drop the gun and raise his hands. Monteon raised his arms 
with the gun gripped in his right hand. Lampignano again ordered him to drop the gun. 
Monteon looked in Lampignano’s direction while lowering his gun toward the deputy’s head. 
Believing that Monteon was about to shoot him, Lampignano fired one round from his service 
weapon. Monteon did not react and continued pointing the gun at the deputy. In fear for his life, 
Lampignano immediately fired two to three more rounds. At the same time he heard additional 
gunshots and thought that Monteon had returned fire. Monteon bent over at the waist and fell to 
his knees with the gun still pointed in the deputy’s direction. Fearing that Monteon, even now, 
was attempting to shoot him, Lampignano fired two more rounds. Monteon fell to his right side 


1 The man was subsequently identified as Jose David Monteon, Jr. 
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with the gun still extended toward Lampignano. Lampignano immediately fired another round at 
Monteon. Monteon rolled over in Deputy Smith’s direction and continued to move around. 
Fearing that Monteon was about to shoot Smith, Lampignano fired two to three more rounds at 
which time Monteon stopped moving.” Lampignano estimated that he gave ten to fifteen verbal 
commands to Monteon during the entire encounter. 


Lampignano advised dispatch that he had been involved in a shooting and requested paramedics 
to respond to the location. Sergeant Daniel Oppenheim, using a ballistic shield, approached 
Monteon with several other deputies. Oppenheim and Deputy Smith performed 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) on Monteon until Fire Department personnel arrived. 


Deputy Andrew Campbell responded to Avenue R-4 and stopped his vehicle alongside 
Lampignano’s vehicle.? Monteon was on the north sidewalk and had what appeared to be a 
black 1911 model semiautomatic handgun in his right hand. Campbell got out of his vehicle and 
drew his service weapon. As he walked toward Lampignano’s vehicle, Monteon put his hands in 
the air with his arms bent at the elbows. The barrel of the gun was pointed upward. Campbell 
yelled for Monteon to drop the gun. As he got to the passenger door of Lampignano’s vehicle, 
Monteon’s right hand lowered pointing the gun directly at him and Lampignano. Campbell 
heard one to two gunshots and believed that Monteon was firing at them. In fear for his safety, 
Campbell fired two rounds at Monteon from his service weapon.’ Campbell heard several more 
gunshots and saw Monteon’s body lurched forward as if he had been shot. Monteon stumbled a 
few steps then fell to the ground. Campbell was unsure whether additional rounds were fired as 
he fell. Campbell observed a gun lying on the ground near Monteon when he and several other 
deputies approached him. 


Sergeant Thomas Bruner responded to Avenue R-4 and observed two to three patrol vehicles 
stopped east of Division Street. Bruner followed Deputy Campbell down Avenue R-4 and 
stopped his vehicle behind him. As he was exiting his car, Bruner saw Monteon standing on the 
north sidewalk with his hands in the air while holding a Colt 1911 semiautomatic handgun in his 
right hand pointed skyward. Monteon was facing Campbell. He heard Deputy Smith and 
another male deputy repeatedly order Monteon to drop the gun. As Bruner walked toward 
Monteon, Monteon began to drop his right hand. Bruner heard a single gunshot and thought that 
Monteon had fired his weapon. Bruner took cover behind Campbell’s patrol vehicle and heard 
several more gunshots. When he stood up, he saw Monteon lying on the north sidewalk with his 
handgun on the ground approximately five feet away from him. The magazine was ejected from 
the weapon.

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at Monteon and asked ШИШ put the patrol саг in park. _ КҮ Monteon raise 
his hands then begin to lower them. As she put the car in park, she heard approximately nine 
gunshots. She did not see which deputies fired. ШШЕН о in the vehicle as Campbell 
walked to Lampignano’s patrol car. She heard deputies shouting commands at Monteon, but he 
did not comply. Monteon waved his hands and the gun in the air and appeared to be agitated. 
Monteon lowered his right hand and pointed the barrel of the gun at Campbell and Lampignano. 
heard gunshots and thought that Monteon was firing at the deputies. She then saw 
Campbell and Lampignano firing at Monteon. Monteon grabbed his stomach and fell to the 
ground. 


68 approximately i houses east of the shooting location. O observed 
several deputies outside their vehicles pointing their weapons at Monteon, who was standing on 
the north sidewalk. Monteon was facing the deputies and [could only see the left side of 
Monteon’s body. He heard yelling but could not make out what was being said. Monteon raised 
his right arm and І ЖОО! an object in his hand that could have been а gun. The 
deputies fired several shots at Monteon. Monteon fell to the sidewalk, moved slightly, and then 
stopped. Several deputies approached him and a female deputy performed CPR. 


Monteon was transported to Antelope Valley Hospital and was pronounced dead at 7:04 p.m. by 
Dr. Arnout. Los Angeles County Deputy Medical Examiner Ajay Panchal, M.D., conducted the 
autopsy on April 10, 2011. Monteon sustained eight gunshot wounds including a fatal gunshot 
wound to the chest. The toxicology report revealed that Monteon’s blood tested positive for the 
presence of methamphetamine. Monteon also had a 0.17% blood alcohol level. 


Monteon’s weapon was an Airsoft replica 1911А1 pistol. Airsoft pistols are realistic replicas of 
modern and historical firearms designed to fire small diameter plastic BB’s. The replica was 
constructed of plastic and had the appearance of a semiautomatic handgun. The grip portion was 
painted brown to resemble wood grips and the rest of the replica was painted black. There were 
no orange markings on the weapon to indicate that it was not real. The removable magazine was 
detached from the weapon and recovered just north of the pistol. 


CONCLUSION 


According to the law in California, the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 
others is justifiable if the person claiming the right to use self-defense actually and reasonably 
believed (1) that he or she, or the person who he or she was defending was in imminent danger of 
death or great bodily injury, and (2) that it was necessary under the circumstances to use deadly 
force to avoid such imminent death or great bodily injury. 


The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight. The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments -- in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving -- about the 
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amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


If one is confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act upon 
those circumstances. Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self- 
defense. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is real or merely apparent. 
People v. Toledo, (1948) 85 C.A. 2d 577. 


The evidence reviewed in this investigation shows that Jose David Monteon, Jr. pointed what 
appeared be a handgun at Deputies Campbell and Lampignano and placed them in imminent fear 
of death or great bodily injury. The officers’ response with deadly force was reasonable. The 
fact that the handgun turned out to be a replica does not change the analysis and conclusion in 
this case. The replica gun was designed to look as if it was an actual firearm and everyone who 
observed it in Monteon’s possession believed that it was, in fact, a real gun. We find that the 
deputies acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others and are closing our file and will take 
no further action in this matter.
